The old version of the claims is replete with grammatical and spelling errors and 
is deficient in antecedent basis for limitations. They also don't begin on a 
separate sheet. 

I made new claims 8-16 that particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which I regard as my invention. The new claims commence on a 
separate sheet. 

The patentable novelty presented by the cancelled claims 1-7 and reworked in 
the new claims 8-16 is: A system and method for automating video projector 
settings: focus, brightness, contrast and color saturation.
